Description: 
1-8 Everybody Circle Left 8 steps. 


9-16 Walk toward the center of the set 4 steps and then back away from the center of the 
circle 4 steps. 


17-24 Circle Right 8 steps 


25-32 Walk toward the center of the set 4 steps and then back away from the center of the 
circle 4 steps. 


33-40 Clap your hands quickly 3 times in front, 3 times in back, 5 times in front. 
41-48 Each person should walk in a small circle to their right. 
49-56 Clap your hands quickly 3 times in front, 3 times in back, 5 times in front 


57-64 Each person should walk in a small circle to their left. 


The tune is “Marching to Pretoria”. This dance and other very easy dances are described in
